PEONIES IN 1948 


Note: No account of my trip nor comment on varieties by me will be pub- 
lished in the American Peony Society Bulletin this year. 

My trip began on June 5 and ended June 28. It extended from New York 
to Chicago with some intermediate stops and included the New York and Guelph 
shows. I was a guest in the hospitable homes of the Harold Robersons of Wood- 
bury, New Jersey, the Louis Smirnows of Great Neck, New York, the Ray Get- 
mans of Syracuse, Mrs. Harry F., Little of Camillus, New York, the Ernest I. 
Stahlys of Goshen, the R. H. Jones of Peru, Indiana, the Martin Rohes of Blue, 
Island, the A. L. Murawskas of River Grove, the Harry J. Mulls of Glen Ellyn, 
Illinois, Mr. William Brown, his son and daughter-in-law of Elora, Ontario, and 
Colonel and Mrs. J. C. Nicholls of Ithaca, New York. This also included a grand 
week-end with the Rohes and their son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. William 
Pratt, at Lake Tippecanoe, Indiana. To these many friends I am deeply indebted 
for their unfailing kindness and hospitality, which included many automobile trips 
between destinations. It was as always one of the greatest pleasures of the trip 
to meet so many old friends. and make new acquaintances. It was especially 
pleasing to meet the daughter of my late friend, Mr. Lee R. Bonnewitz, Mrs. 
Alice Bonnewitz Caldwell of New York, and Professor Saunders’ daughter Olivia, 
whose efficient staging of her father’s extensive exhibit added so much to the 
New York Show. 

While some of the gardens visited were past their prime, some just starting 
and some just coming into their best, yet all contained many items of interest. 
Especially fine were the blooms of Mrs. F. D. Roosevelt in the Smirnow garden, 
the magnificent plants in the Little garden, the fine stock of many rare varieties 
at Mr. Stahyl’s, those beautiful blooms of Dorothy J. at Tuckdawa, the over-all 
show in Mr. Napier’s, the beautiful stock in Murawska’s and Mull’s, the glorious 
blooms in Mr. Brown’s, especially of his own seedlings Athelstane and Fairleigh, 
and the preview of the many fine things that may still be in store for those of 
us who live long enough for them to be propagated from the garden of Colonel 
Nicholls. 


The New York show was especially to be congratulated on the great diversity 
of its exhibits. Peonies of every class, type and color were shown. The tree 
peonies were especially fine, the hybrids were never better, and there were more 
singles and Japs than elsewhere. 

The Guelph show was especially noteworthy for the general excellence of the 
blooms in all exhibits. These included many new seedlings, nearly all the new 
varieties of recent introduction and a fine lot of the best of the old. It was to be 
regretted that the tree peonies were not there—only one, a very fine one to be 
sure, was present. There were only a few hybrids and some of these were not 
labelled. Very few varieties of either singles or Japs were shown. But the 
doubles by their quality and variety more than made up for any lack elsewhere. 

The showing of seedlings was good, and probably the one that attracted the 
most attention was the very large and deep double, Ann Cousins, with its pure 
white petals all reflexed very much like a rose. Equally good in the opinion of 
many was S. F. Wood, a large blush white double with some stamens showing. 
A seedling of Mr. Keagey’s that has since been named White Bomber, also at- 
tracted much favorable comment. His light pink to blush single, Rose Bowl, was 
unique in its cupped form and the waxy appearance of its petals. I am told that 
a grand new white double was shown at Minneapolis which is as yet unnamed. 

The best flower in the show was judged to be a beautiful bloom of Yukon, a 
rather flat white which as shown was certainly a flower of great distinction. 
This was its first appearance in a show as far as I can remember. The best 
flower at Minneapolis was Mrs. Livingston Farrand, still the best pure pink in 
color we have. Doris Cooper was best light pink at Minneapolis, where it has 
always been a winner. Mattie Lafuze for the first time seen on three year plants 
won best blush there and at Guelph a first with a bloom from a two year plant. 
Ruth Elizabeth had the honor of being the best red at both New York and Guelph, 
and the blooms were from the same garden, that of N. R. van Loon. His blooms 
also won best flower in both of these shows. King Midas was best red at Minne- 
apolis. Besides the above the following were the varieties most in the limelight 
this year. We shall take them up in order, beginning with the doubles: 


WHITE AND BLUSH 


Elsa Sass still stands out as the variety that almost everywhere gives flowers 
as fine as any in the garden. Moonglow, with its pale yellow tones, ranks far up. 
Mary E. Nicholls is a pure white of the best. Marilla Beauty, with its charming 
informality of bloom and exquisite tinting is good in every garden, despite its 
somewhat weak stems. Victory is making good the predictions made about it. 
The great show flower whites are still Le Cygne and Mrs. J. V. Edlund. Kel- 
way’s Glorious is being seen more and more every year in our shows and would 
have won best flower in the show at New York except for a very slight fault on 
*one side of the bloom. If the blooms of Dorothy J. seen at Tuckdawa could have 
been shown in any one of the several shows it would probably have won over 
almost any competition. At Guelph there were magnificent flowers of Dr. F. G. 
Brethour which has not been seen since its first appearance in 1937 in such great 
form. There are three flowers which for excellence as show flowers and grand 
plants in the garden have no equals. These are Florence Nicholls, Mandaleen 
and Moonstone. It is a toss up which is best and each one has its place in any 
garden. Ramona Lins again showed its high quality, and Casablanca, with its 
immense pure white globe, was also a winner of high honors. Dr. J. H. Neeley 
as always was one of the best, as was its companion, Judge Snook. For dainti- 
ness and charm Flower Girl would be hard to excell. Mrs. Harry F. Little, Mrs. 
J. H. Neeley, Mary Auten and W. L. Gumm are flowers which have a place in 
any good garden as they can hold their own in any company. Those gloriously 
tinted flowers George W. Peyton and R. A. Napier both won high honors in their 
classes. Harry F..Little also was best flower in some gardens. Lottie Dawson 
Rea is a garden flower that few can excell. The new variety Amberglow was 
shown in splendid shape at Guelph. It is one of the exquisitely tinted flowers so 
much-desired. A variety which will doubtless come more and more into promi- 
nence is Louise Lossing, shown in excellent condition at Guelph. A. B. Frank- 
lin won its usual quota of honors. Alesia, Gertrude Gibson, Joseph Christie, 
Yosemite, Nancy Nicholls, Thura Hires, Odile and To Kalon were all blooms that 
were among the high scorers in quality and beauty. 


PINK 

The high honor of the year, a gold medal of the American Peony Society, 
was won by Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt because of its great beauty of form and 
color and its excellent record in all sections of the country. Probably the flower 
Seen In every garden and show as one of the best was Nick Shaylor. As the years 
pass, few flowers keep up to the high standard of this variety. Minuet also never 
fails to win its share of honors. In dark pinks Martha Bulloch kept up its repu- 
tation as one of the greatest show flowers of them all. It rival, Hansina Brand, 
was not far behind. Myrtle Gentry also never fails to fulfill its duty as one of 
the greatest show and garden flowers we have in its color. Dolorodell was one of 
the best pinks shown, as was also Tondeleyo, A variety seen in such good form 
that it won over many more widely advertised was Mme. Emile Debatene. This 
is one which deserves more commendation than it has formerly received. Laura 
Kelsey and Westhill, both very large and stocky in growth, were beautiful in many 
exhibits. Rosanna Shrader in its three tones of pink was a very fine flower. 
Blanche King also néver fails to win its share of awards. Just on the border line 
between red and pink and with Mabel Gore slightly more pink and Kansas more 
red we have these two varieties that for excellence of plant and richness of color- 
ing cannot be excelled. Nancy Nora in light pink was very alluring, as also was 
Annisquam. 

RED 


Good reds were this year rather conspicuous by their absence, but Ruth 
Elizabeth was never seen in such good form. King Midas was as always among 
the best. Tempest was as good as it has ever been and that is saying much for 
we all know it as a high contender for the top red, though Philippe Rivoire always 
comes up to dispute its claim. Burma again won at Minneapolis. Sir John 
Franklin, Bonanza and Mark Twain continued to show high quality. W. E. 
Blanchette, John L.. Crenshaw, Judy Becker, Mrs. Bryce Fontaine all were seen 
in fine condition. 

SEMI-DOUBLE 


The semi-doubles never seem to get into shows in the best condition. There 
are many very beautiful ones, in fact they always lead the polls as the most charm- 
ing flowers we have, but no one seems to exhibit them as they should be. Miss 
America made its debut this year and is indeed a very charming flower. We hope it 
will become more widely disseminated when it can be more readily obtained and 
this holds true of other van Steen varieties, Ave Maria, Rose of Heaven, Rose of 
Tralee and White Gold, all of which have very decided merit. Mildred May was 
as usual daintiness itself, Red Goddess was divine in its velvety red. Silvia Saun- 
ders is always one of the most charming. White Rose, a little stouter in stem, is 
one of the most alluring flowers that can be imagined. And, of course, Lady 
Alexandra Duff, Minnie Shaylor, Phyllis Kelway, and Marie Jacquin are always 
among the most admired. Others not so well known but which are among the 
most beautiful of all flowers are Elisa, Ernest F. Kelsey, Laura Treman, Mel 
Gedge, Charlene, and Bethel, some of which may not be true semi-doubles but 
which have the same loose built form with broad rose-shaped petals. 


JAPANESE 


While Isani Gidui still reigns supreme as the loveliest white Jap we have, 
undoubtedly there are some of the new ones that will dispute its claims very 
strongly, especially as to stem strength. Moon of Nippon was a winner in both 
New York and Guelph. Gold Standard was among the best seen, and White Gold 
is said to be as fine as they come. Christine with some of its sisters will also 
probably be among the coming high rated ones. Tamate Boku still wins best Jap 
though it has a very bad plant habit. Ama-no-sode ranks at the top for general 
excellence, but Westerner will make both of them look to their laurels in the 
future as it has everything to recommend it—size, good foliage and stems, and 
fine color and form. In lighter coloring Sunmist and Sagamore are two of very 
similar habits. Largo has few equals in its own particular shade of soft pink, 
though Rose Valley is a very close contender. In slightly tinted whites, Sunburst, 
Solo Flight, Margaret Atwood and Toro-no-maki are flowers and plants that are 
fine in every way. Roberta and Polar Star are particularly good in plant 
and stem. Yellow King is probably as fine a light pink with intensely yellow cen- 


od 


ter and Nippon Gold in darker pink as any we have. In reds we have Nippon 
Brilliant almost scarlet, and Sword Dance, darker, as the most spectacular. Dig- 
nity, Nippon Beauty and Mrs. Wilder Bancroft are the demure members of the 
family with Hari-ai-nin as the great, garden plant. Mount Palomar will probably 
rank just as high when it is better known. Charm is about the darkest and a 
most consistent winner. 

SINGLE 


Even fewer singles were seen in the shows than Japs. The winning whites 
were Pico, White Perfection, Krinkled White. Dancing Nymph, Josette, Sea 
Shell, Angelus won in pinks, and Arcturus, Kickapoo, Imperial Red in reds. Pico 
was surely about the best white in every way, as it has in addition to its beauti- 
ful flower a very fine stem, but many might think otherwise as they are all good 
which have been mentioned and Le Jour still is a fine garden and show flower. 
The variety advertised as a miniature white single but which is not so very small, 
Virginia Dare, seems to me to have a good. future as a very promising show flower 
and a fine plant as well. Its stems are very good. A new one of Mrs. Freeborn’s 
origination which few have seen is Champlain, a very large flower with a slight 
tint of pink, very large smooth light green foliage and tall strong stems. If my 
conclusion is right it will prove to be one of the finest we have to date. I might 
also say here that my own pure white single, Dunlora, won high praise from Mr. 
John C, Wister as the possible best at Swarthmore this year. 

Certainly the single that attracted the most attention at Guelph was Dr. 
Brethour’s light pink Josette. It is large, form of the best, stems and foliage 
fine, color delightful. A shade or two lighter than Sea Shell it will be its close 
rival when it can be more generally planted. We must keep an eye also on Rose 
Bowl with its very distinctive waxy bloom. 


HERBACEOUS HYBRIDS 

For wide variation and intensity of color and promise of great things for 
the future we must turn to the hybrids. These were shown in great variety at 
New York by Prof. Saunders. These flowers are found in nearly all the colors of 
the rainbow. There are pure whites, whites with many degrees of shading of 
pink, pure yellows, pinks of every shade imaginable and reds also, from scarlet to 
deep crimson. There is a light green, a pure lavender or lilac, an almost blark 
and some violets. Maybe a true blue will appear sometime. These hybrids are 
now being raised from third and fourth generation seed and we may expect many 
variations in form and color from these. Doubtless yellows in many shades will 
come. The present ones are rather light. While most of them are singles with 
a few doubles and only one or two regulation Japs, better doubles will surely fol- 
iow sooner or later. And also more Japs. 

At Guelph, Jewel was the only Jap shown. The singles were Legionaire 
Flame and Julia Grant. There were a few others that the exhibitor did not label. 
About thirty named varieties were shown by Prof. Saunders and two or three 
others at New York. Mr. Bockstoce sent a number of his fully double Diana 
Parks, a very brilliant red. The one judged the best bloom was Cardinal’s Robe, a 
brilliant scarlet or light red. Chocolate Soldier dark red, Patriot brilliant red, 
Nathalie bright pink and Convoy an attractive red anemone double were among 
the winners. Requiem was.the only white shown. The lilac single was not named. 


TREE PEONIES 


Only one bloom of a tree peony was shown at Guelph, a very fine one of the 
yellow double Souvenir de Maxime Cornu. About forty varieties were seen at 
New York. Prof. Saunders showed twenty-five of his own originations. Red 
Currant was judged his best bloom. Souvenir de Maxime Cornu won in yellow 
doubles and Kinfukurin a grand scarlet in the regular tree peonies. Mr. William 
Gratwick showed about fifteen moutan tree peonies and Cottage Gardens several 
yellow doubles. Tree peonies are now beginning to awaken great interest, due 
mainly to the efforts of Mr. Louis Smirnow, who with his friends has assembled 
probably the greatest collection of tree peonies in one neighborhood in the coun- 
try. May the movement continue, for there is no more beautiful shrub in culti- 
vation and if proper varieties are selected they will undoubtedly do well over most - 
ot the country.
